the naval battle of Santiago. 
He 


offered to read the letter today, but 
it was obj eoted to by Admiral 
Schley's counsel, who expressed -will* 
ingness to have it read at the proper 
time. 


Commander Sharp, who was in com- 


mand of the Vixen in "the West India 
campaign, was examined at length 
today concerning the battle. He an- 
swered many questions concerning 
the notes taken by Lieutenant Har* 
low during progress of the battle, 
which account had besn the occasion 
of much controversy. 


WITNESSES BECALLED. 


The proceedings of the court today 


began with the usual recall of former 
witnesses for the correction of their 


* testimony in the 
official records. 


After these came Chief Yeoman 
Becker, who had begun his testimony 
yesterday and was on the stand when 
the proceedings closed. He was at 
that time under cross-examination by 
Mr. Baynor and that gentleman con- 
tinued his questions this morning* 


The formal proceedings of the ciay 


were begun with a brief explanation 
of the large chart of the southern 
coast of Cuba, which hangs on the 
wall of-the court room. 
This ex- 


planation was made by Captain Lem- 
ley, who said that the chart had been 
prepared from data collected since 
the wax with Spain and was much 
more correct than former charts.

Evans rose an'd formally addressing 
the court said: "May it please the 
court, in connection witih one of tiie 
questions asksd me yesterday, unless 
Admiral Sohley or -his counsel ob- 
ject, I should like to make !a state* 
merit and produce a letter. If at any 
moment counsel object or Admiral 
Schley objects, I will withdraw it 
and stop." 


"Could we look ftt the letter?" 
"Certainly," handing it to Mr. 


Baynor. 
•"It is a matter entirely personal to 


me sir. The way the question was 
put to me yesterday, it put me "in the 
position of shaving bragged of de- 
stroying the whole Spanish fleet on 
board the Brooklyn.

Was Struck by G. B. & I. Train- 


Says Company Was to Blame 


For Her Injuries. 


Mrs. Sylvia A. Fulkerson this 


morning, through her attorneys, 
Vesay & Heaton, 
commenced suit 


against the Grand Rapids and Indi- 
ana Bailroad company alleging dam- 
ages ia the sum of $5,000.

be remembered that last January a 
vehicle in: charge of and driven by 
Sirs. Fulkerson was 'struck by the 
Grand Bapids pay car at the Goshen 
road crossing and Mrs. Fulkersou 
was seriously 
injured, while her

She -was taken to a near- 


by house, where she was cared for 
until she was in a condition to be re- 
moved to her own home, and for a 
,ong time her physical condition was 
critical. 
The complaint alleges that 


>n the 19fch of January, 1901, she was 
driving in the direction of ithe road 
afore named on the highway known 
as the Gcshen road; that as she ap- 
proached the crossing she looked care- 
Jolly about her to see whether any 
train was approaching; that she could 
see a long distance south on the track 
and knew that no train was coming 
from that direction, -but that a deep 
*cut" obscured the view to the north; 
that she drove up to the right-of-way 
of the railway company and again 
ooked and listened, but could neither 
see nor hear an .approaching train; 
that she then attempted to cross the 
railway track, *md when upon it was 
struck by an engine drawing the pay 
<iar of ths road; that the engine gave 
no sign of its approach whistle, 'bell 
or otherwise, and that the said en- 
gine was running on its own 'time and 
was not a part of a regularly 
scheduled train; that her horse was 
Instantly killed and her buggy 
wrecked, while she received serious 
bodily injuries; that the accident was 
the result of no negligence or lack 
of precaution on her part, but was 
due entirely to the negligence of the 
company's employes and agents; that 
her horse was worth S125, her buggy 
$75, that she paid for doctors, $117, 
for nursing $155, for medicine $25, 
and sustained personal damages to 
the extent of $4,000, wherefore she 
nsks for judgment in the sum of 
$5,000.

STONED A PRINTER TO DEATH 


AT SHELBYVILLE, 


MOB BATTERED JAIL DOORS 


HELENA (MONT.) MOB HANGS A 


RAPIST. 


Shelbyville, Xy., Oct. 2.—Jimbo 


Fields, aged 16, and Clarance Gnr- 
nett, aged 18, both colored, were 
lynched here early this morning for 
the alleged murder of Will C. Hart, 
a printer, .who was stoned to death 
on Saturday night, Sept. 21. 
The 


boys were taken from the jail and 
swung from the Chesapeake and Ohio 
trestle, within GOO yards of the Jail. 


The mob went to the jail and de- 


manded the keys from the jailor, but 
tie refused to surrender them. 
The 


doors of the jail were then, battered 
down. The prisoners were removed 
almost before they 'had time to real- 
ize what was happening. 
The work 


was done quietly and the mob dis- 
persed without its members' identity 
becoming known. 


Hart came to Shelbyville from Leb- 


anon, Ohio, and at the time of his 
death, was employed as n printer on 
the Shelby Sentinel, 


The details of his death are not ac- 


curately known, but the evidence 
was conclusive that Fields and Gar- 
nett were his murderers. 
Hart's 


body was found in a path leading 
from the 'house of the mother of 
Jimbo Fields. 


A BAPIST LYNCHED. 


Helena, Mont, Oct. 2.—James Ed- 


ward Brady, who assaulted five-year- 
old Ida Pugsfley, in Helena, yester- 
dky, Was taken from the Jail early to- 
day by a nvob and 3ianged to a .tele- 
grtiph pole in the Haymarket square 
about three blocks from the jail. The 
crowd was orderly *md 'after the man 
had -been hanged

persed.

that it had not been sufficiently bad 
to interfere with the speed of the 
Vixen. The vessel had not, he said 
been in urgent need of coal on May 
26th. 


**If I 'had been/* he said, "and had 


roceived orders to coal, I should have 
tried to do so? though it would have 
been an uncomfortable job, because 
the Vixen was a very small ship/' 


Commander Sharp said that not- 


withstanding he had been on board 
the Brooklyn several times, Commo- 
dore Schley had never discussed with 
him the retrograde movement toward 
Key West begun on May 26. 


THE BLOCKADE. 


Describing the service of the Vixen 


during the siege of Santiago under 
Commodore Schley, Commander Sharp 
said that he had been placed on picket 
duty at the eastern end of the line on 
the night of May 29, and had con- 
tinued this duty afterward. He was 
about two miles from the shore, he 
said, and probably three miles from 
the mouth of the harbor. 
He said 


that the entire fleet could not be 
discerned at night and that the shore 
line could only be discerned as a 
black mass in the distance. 


Mr. Hanna: ''Could you have seen 


a vessel undertaking to pass out near 
the shore under those conditions?" 


Commander Sharp; 
"If she had 


shown no lights and made no noise, 
I do not believe we could." 


"Did you at any time suppose your- 


self to have discovered a torpedo 
boat attempting to escape?*' 


"One night <ve sighted a light run- 


ning apparently along shore with a 
good deal of speed, and 
signalled 


that it was a torpedo boat escaping. 
It turned out to be a locomotive head- 
light on the railroad." 


"Under those circumstances, could 


you have seen the train had no head- 
light been displayed?" 


"I think not. All we saw was the 


light." 


Commander Sharp said that the 


Vixen had carried Commodore Schley 
from the Brooklyn to the Massachu- 
setts on May 31, before the begin- 
ning of the bombardment of the 
Cristobol Colon and that when he had 
asked what course he should pursue 
in the approaching action, Lieuten- 
ant Sears had replied for the com 
modore thai the latter had directed 
that Commander Sharp keep his 
craft clear, as she was vulnerable and 
should not assume any risks, 


He thought the commodore had aft- 


erwards spoken to him to the same 
effect 


THE BROOKLYN'S LOOP. 


Mr. Hanna: "Passing on the bat- 


tle of July 3, did you see any portion 
of the loop made by tne Brooklyn?' 


"When I first saw the Brooklyn I 


think she was headed about south 
and swinging very rapidly under her 
port helm." 


"Did you at any time have any 


conversation with any person in the 
presence of Commodore Schley with 
respect to the direction in which the 
Brooklyn turned on that occasion?" 


"Yes, sir." 
"State the circumstances • of tha 


conversation." 


DISPUTE AS TO LOOP. 


"I took on board the Brooklyn a 


copy cf the notes taken by Lieutenan 
Harlow. the executive officer of the 
Vixen during the engagement, and 
showed them to the commodore. The 
commodore was seated at his desk, as 
I now remember it, and at various 
times different officers came into the 
commodore's cabin. 
Captain Cook 


was there I think at one time. 
Th< 


navigator of the Brooklyn, Lieuten 
ant Hodgeson, came ia also. 
I think 


Commander Baton was in at one time, 
and, if I am not mistaken, Captain 
Barker was in. I was talking to th 
commodore about these notes, and &< 
one part of the conversation of 
way the helm of the Brooklyn had 
been put <to form the so-called loop, 
I plated that the helm was put to 


Lieutenant Hodgeson spoke 


up and said, 'No, you are mistaken 
helm was put to starboard.' 
I said 


'No, no, you put your helm to port. 
He said, 'I can prove it to you. Look 


Captain Xemley, "that the helm had 
been put -to port to make *tho turn?" 


"I am not positive," was the reply. 


'but it is my impression that it 


"By whom was the

SAW THE TEXAS. 


"Did you see the Texas during the 


battle off Santiago?" asked Mr. 
Hanna. 


I saw the Texas about the first 


time I saw the Brooklyn?" respond- 
ed the witness. 


"She was southward to westward 


of the Brooklyn. 
The Texas was 


then apparently lying dead in the 
water. 
I remarked to some officer 


standing near 'The ship will never 
start and those fellows will get way.' 
The Brooklyn was then swinging 
around toward the Spanish fleet." 


"How near was she <to the Texas?" 
"I could not give an estim'a-te of 


the distance." 


On cross-examination Commander 


Sharp was questioned in great detail 
by Captain Parker in regard to en- 
tries in the log of tho Brooklyn for 
the period covering the Cuban cam- 
paign. 
He referred to the entries 


concerning the Vixen's firing upon 


locomotive engine on shore near 


Santiago, taking it for a gain boait. 
He elicited from the witness that the 
statement that at the time the Vixen 
must have been very near the shore. 


THAT VEXED HEPOBT. 


Captain Parker then questioned 
lommander Sharp concerning- the 
notes made of the battle of July 3 by 
Lietitenant Harlow, on board the 
Vixen, 
This report has occasioned 


no little controversy, it being claimed 
by some of Admiral Schley's friends 
that after a copy of the notes was de- 
livered to the admiral (then commo- 
dore) by Commander Sharp they were 
changed somewhat. 


The witness said that he had taken 


a carbon copy to the commodore after 
the battle. 


"Do these notes state the truth of 


the battle as you saw it?" asked Cap- 
tain Parker, and the witness replied: 


•'These are Lieutenant Harlow's 


notes. 
He tcok them and I am not 


without notes and 


Try The Swrtlnel Want Column;

"In the main essentials I should 


say that they are true, but there may 
be mistakes and probably are mis- 
takes in them." 


"Did you furnish, a copy of these 


particular notes to any 'one else, any 
other officer in that squadron." 


;Not that , I remember. 
There 


were several copies printed, but what 
became of all of them I do not know." 


"Did you take a copy or send a copy 


to any other commanding or staff of- 
ficer of that fleet, except Commodore 
Schley?" 


"Not that I remember." 
"Will you say that you did not?" 


WOULD NOT SAY IT. 


"No, sir, I will not say that I did 


not. 
To the best of my knowledge 


and belief I did not, of these iden- 
tical notes." 


Commander Sharp said in response 


to questions by Mr. lUxynor that one 
of the results of the bombardment of 
the Colon had been to develope the 
Spanish shore batteries. 
Mr. Bay- 


nor then ashed: 


"Do you recollect a conversation 


with Commodore Schley after the 
Colon reconnoissance in the presence 
of Lieutenant Harlow in which the 
commodore remarked that his pur- 
pose had been to develope the 
strength of those batteries?" 


"I really do not remember,** was 


the response. "I wish I could." 


In response to a question from Mr. 


Raynor Commander Sharp said that 
the position of the Vixen during the 
blockade was not correctly given by 
the official chart. 
He was nearer the 


shore than there shown. 


On re-direct examination Captain 


Leinhy brought out the fact as to the 
change in the Harlow notes. 


The judge advocate—"Did you at- 


tach to your official report of July 3 
a copy of the notes of said action?" 


"Yes, sir." 
"Where did you obtain this copy?" 
"Prom the executive officer, Lieu- 


tenant Harlow." 


"Did you at that time know wheth- 


er there were any differences between 
this copy 'as attached to your official 
report and the copy as it appears in 
your log book?** 


KNEW OF DIFFERENCE. 


"Yes, sir, I knew there were some 


slight differences." 


"From, .whom did you learn that 


thero were these differences tand was 
any explanation made of this fact to 
you?** 


"When I was writing my report of 


the action of July 3 I said to Lieu- 
tenant Harlow, 'I desire A copy of 
your nates taken during the action 


to accompany my (report'to the aid- 
miral.' His reply, as ntear as I now 
remember it, was: 
"Those 
notes 


taken for the representative of 


a newspaper on board the Brooklyn, 
and I will have to make some 
changes in them/ 
I said: 
'Very [ Oregonian says: 


weU, I wish the notes to go with my 
report.* 
He afterward submitted to 


mo the notes written in scrip, which 
I read over and enclosed in my re- 
port to the admiral." 


"Mention had been made of the 


copy of the notes sent the Brooklyn 
which were printed on board that 
vessel. 
Do you recognize that paper 


(handing him a printed pamphlet)?" 


•4I have seen a copy of this before. 


If I am not mistaken several were 
sent through the Vixen." 


"What does it purport to be?" 
"An 
account of the engagement 


with tha Spanish squadron as seen 
from the U. S. S. Vixen, July 3, 1898, 
U. S. S. Brooklyn flagship." 


NOTES WERE CHANGED. 


At this point Judge Advocate I/em- 


ley hnd the witness compare the orig- 
inal copy of the Harlow notes with 
the copy printed on board the Brook- 
lyn, v/ith the result of showing that 
tho notes had been changed before 
being printed so as to make the ac- 
count say that at 10:05 the two lead 
ing- ships of the enemy 'bore well on 
the Brooklyn's starboard quarter,* in- 
ste.id on her "starboard bow,' and 
that at 11:45 the Brooklyn was 'one 
point on port bow* instead of one 
point on 'starbcard bow.' 


The court then adjourned far lun- 


cheon. 


CHANCES IN KEPOKT. 


When the court reconvened after 


luncheon Captain Lemley continued 
his questioning of Commander Sharp 
concerning the changes in the notes 
made by Lieutenant Harlow, as fol 
lows: 


Jud^e advocate: "In the 
entrj 


made in your log you state that the 
two leading ships of the enemy 
given as well on the starboard bow 
of the Brooklyn, are they not?" 


Commander Sharp (reading): " 'Th 


two leading enemy's ships were wel 
on her starboard bow,' yes sir." 


"Now, in the copy printed on th 


Brooklyn what is the bearing of thos 
ships?" 


Commander Sharp (reading): " *Th< 


two leading ships were upon her star- 
board quarter.' It 
says 'quarter 


here and 'bow* in the notes of the, 
Vixen's log."

"Then the 
Brooklyn is 
placed 


further ahead by the printed copy 
of the log, is she not?" 


"Either further ahead or the Span- 


ish vessels further astern, yes sir." 


"In the entry,made at 11:45 a. m. 


it appears from your log that the 
Brooklyn bora one point on the port 
bow of the Vixen, does it not?" 


Commander Shnrp (reading 
from 


the notes as appended to the Vixen's 
log): " 'The Brooklyn one point on 
the port bow distant 
about 
three 


miles.' In the notes, 'Brooklyn one 
point on the starboard bow distant 
about three miles/ " 


EFFECT OF THE CHANGE. 


"What is the effect of the differ- 


ence between the copy of the log book 
and the notes?" 


"The copy of the Brooklyn printed 


notes would put the Brooklyn further 
in shore or the Vixen further out, 
sir, as the case might be." 


Cross-exftmhnng the witness Cap- 


tain Parker elicited from, him the 
statement that the print of the word 
"starboard** in Lieutenant Harlot's 
entry for 11:45, as printed in the 
Brooklyn print of tho notes corres- 
ponded with iihe official print as giv- 
en in the appandix, that word being 
given in ptece of the word "port," 
as originally stated i:i the notes. 


A PALPABLE EUROK. 


Captain Parker also called thft at- 


tention of the witness to the entry 
in Lieutenant Harlow's notes -where 
in he say^: 


"11:15, 'the Iowa is gaining on the 


Massschusdtts.'' and 'asked if he lutd 
read the notes 'at the time, at the 
same time calling 'Ills attention to 
the fact that ithe Massachusetts was 
then at Gauiitanamo. 


Commander Sharp replied that lie 


did not read Dhe notes, but that he 
thought he must have overlooked 
this notation. 


COULD NOT RECOLLECT.

LONG DELAY UNNECESSARY. 


It ought to take the council com- 


mittee on franchises no very long 
time to make a report on the contract 
with the Southwestern electric rail- 
way company just submitted by the 
board of works. The whole ground 
in one way or another has been pietty 
well gone over and if the company 
is to have entrance to the city over 
the route proposed it ought to be 
definitely understood before long. 
Likewise, if the franchise is to be 
denied, such action should promptly 
be made known. The company itself, 
no less than the people of Fort 
Wayne, want to know and have a 
right to know without unnecessary 
delay what is going to be done. 


The usual routine of many meet- 


ings, almost endless and ofttimes ir- 
relevant and idle discussions, can in 
this case be easily dispensed with and 
the real substance of the issue de- 
cided without delay. We do not urge 
undue haste; only proper diligence 
and dispatch. Whatever tours of the 
proposed route and discussion of con- 
ditional things that may be conceived 
necessary ought to consume but a few 
days. A report, therefore, ought to 
be sent to the council in short time. 
That is the place for the matter. A 
committee of one-fourth the member- 
ship of the council has no business 
and certainly no right to delay action 
on this important affair. 


We do not mean to hint that there 


is any disposition to unnecessarily 
delay 
action in 
committee. 
We 


simply urge the necessity of fair ex- 
pedition of this franchise business to 
some distinct conclusion. 


TOLSTOI ON THE ALLIANCE. 


London, Oct. 2.—The Revo Blanche 


of Paris recently asked Count Tolstoi 
for his opinion on the Franco-Rus- 
sian 
alliance and the Paris cor- 


icspondent of the Times sends the re- 
ply received by the paper. 
Tolstoi 


tuys that, in the first place, the tine 
Russian people don't know of the 
existence of the alliance, but if they 
did they would have the common 
sense to undersrtand that the exclu- 
sive alliance with 
another nation 


could not have any other object than 
to support it against its enemies and 
perhaps involve them in wars. There- 
fore the alliance would be displeasing 
to them. 
Count Tolstoi says the ob- 


ject of such alliances is war or to 
menace war; that their influence must 
be mischievous generally and that 
they can produce only the greatest 
mischief to the nations forming 
them* 
Prance's government, press 


and society have already made com- 
promises and will be forced to make 
more in order to secure Franch tra- 
ditions of freedom and humanity in 
order to prevent the united invest- 
ments and intentions with the most 
despotic, retrograde and cruel gov- 
ernment in Europe. 
In Russia also 


the alliance has already had n per- 
nicious influence. 
Russia no longer 


cares for European opinion, and feel- 
ing herself backed by this strange 
friendship with the nation reputed to 
be the most civilized in the world, 
daily becomes more retrograde, des- 
potic and cruel.

" Washington, Oct. 2.—Rear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans offered .to submit to 
the Schley court of inquiry today a 
Tetter, which, it is inferred, will ex- 
culpate him from the insinuation 
that he has boasted1 of what he did ait 
the naval battle of Santiago. 
He 


offered to read the letter today, but 
it was objected to by Admiral 
Schley's counsel, who expressed will- 
ingness to have it read at the proper 
time. 


Commander Sharp, who was in com- 


mand of the Vixen in the '"West India 
campaign, was examined at length 
today concerning :lhe battle. 
He an- 


swered many questions concerning 
the notes taken by -Lieutenant -Bar- 
low during progress of ithe battle, 
which account had been the occasion 
of much controversy. 


WITNESSES RECALLED. 


The proceedings of the court today 


began with the usual recall of former 
witnesses for the correction of their 


^ testimony in 
the 
official records. 


After these came Chief Yeoman 
Becker, who had begun his testimony 
yesterday and was on the stand when 
the proceedings closed. He was at 
that time under cross-examination by 
Mr. Raynor and that gentleman con- 
tinued his questions this morning. 


The formal proceedings of the day 


were begun with a brief explanation 
of the large chart of the southern 
coast of Cuba, which hangs on the 
wall of-the court room. 
This ex- 


planation was made by Captain Lem- 
ley, who said that the chart had been 
prepared from data collected since 
the war with Spain and was much 
more correct than former charts. 
Captain Parker, on behalf of Ad- 
miral Schle-y, said that with these ex- 
planations he was willing to accept 
the chart as authentic.

Shelbyville, Ky,, Oct. 2.—Jimbo 


Fields, aged 16, and Clarance GAT- 
nett, aged 18, both colored, were 
lynched here early this morning for 
the alleged murder of Will C. Hart, 
a printer, who was stoned to death 
on Saturday night, Sept. 21. 
The 


boys were taken, from, the jail and 
swung from the Chesapeake and Ohio 
trestle, within 500 yards of the jail. 


The mob went to the jail and de- 


manded the keys from the jailor, but 
he refused -to surrender them. 
The 


doors of tho jail were then battered 
down. The prisoners were removed 
almost before they 'had time to real- 
ize what was happening. 
The work 


was done quietly and the mob dis- 
persed without its members' identity 
becoming known. 


Hart came to Shelby ville from Leb- 


anon, Ohio, and at the time of his 
death was employed as -a printer on 
the Shelby Sentinel.

was conclusive that Fields and Gar- 
net t were his murderers.

THE VIXEN'S COMMANDER. 
Lieutenant Commander Alexandei 


31. Sharp, who commanded the con- 
verted yacht Vixen during the Span- 
ish war, was the first new witness of 
the day. 
He .testified that he hiU 


first fallen in with the flying squad 
ron on the morning of May 24, ot 
Cienfuegos. He said that the weathe: 


the cruise, from Cieiifuegos i< 


Santiago lias been "squally," but 
that it had not been sufficiently bad 
to interfere with the speed of tin 
Vixen. The vessel had not, he said 
been in urgent need of coal on May 
!6th. 
"If I ihad been," he said, "and hnd 


roceived orders to coal, I should hav 
tried to do so, though it would hav 
been an uncomfortable job, because 
the Vixen was a very small ship," 


Commander Sharp said that not 


withstanding he had been on board 
the Brooklyn several times, Commo- 
dore Schley had never discussed with 
him the retrograde movement toward 
Key West begun on May 20. 


THE BLOCKADE. 


Describing the service of the Vixen 


during the siege of Santiago uudei 
Commodore Schley, Commander Sharj 
said that he had "been placed on pickei 
duty at the eastern end of the line oil 
the night of May 29, and had con- 
tinued this duty afterward. He was 
about two miles from the shore, he 
said, and probably three miles froi 
the mouth of the -harbor. 
He said 


that the entire fleet could not be 
discerned at night nnd that the shore 
line could only be discerned as 
black mass in the distance. 


Mr. Hanna: "Could you have seen 


a vessel undertaking- to pass out neai 
the shore under those conditiunsP 


Commander Sharp: 
"If she hud 


shown no lights and made no noise, 
t do not believe we could." 


"Did you at any time suppose your- 


self to have discovered n torpedo 
boat attempting to escape?" 


"One night <ve sighted a light run- 


ning apparently along shore with a 


id deal of speed, and 
signalled 


that it was a torpedo boat escaping. 
It turned out to be a locomotive -head- 
light on the railroad." 


"Under those circumstances, could 


you have seen the train had no head- 
light been displayed?" 


'I think not. All we saw was the 


light." 


Commander Sharp said that the 


Vixen had carried Commodore Schley 
from the Brooklyn to the Massachu- 
setts on May 31, before the begin- 
ning- of the 
bombardment of I ho 


Cristobol Colon and that when he ha-.l 
asked what course he should pursue 
in the approaching action, Lieuten- 
ant Sears had replied for the com- 
modore that the latter had directed 
that 
Commander Sharp keep 
his 


craft clear, as she was vulnerable and 
should not assume any risks. 


He thought the commodore had aft- 


erwards spoken to him to the same 
effect. 


THE BROOKLYN'S LOOP. 


Mr. Hanna: "Passing on the bat- 
e of July 3, did you see any portion 


of the loop made by tne Brooklyn?" 


'When I first saw the Brooklyn. I 


think she was headed about south, 
tnd swinging' very rapidly under h«r 
lort helm." 


"Did you at any time have nny 


conversation with any person in the 
presence of Commodore Schley with

"She was southward to westward 


of the Brooklyn. 
The Texas was 


then apparently lying dead in the 
water. 
I remarked to some officer 


standing near 'The ship will never 
start and those fellows wall get way.' 
The 'Brooklyn was 'then, swing-ing 
around toward the Spanisli fleet." 


"How near was she ito the Texas 
"I could no-t give an estim'a£e of 


•the distance." 


On cross-examination Commander 


Sharp was questioned in great detail 
by Captain Parker in regard to en- 
tries in 'the log of <the Brooklyn for 
the period covering 'the Cuban cam- 
paign. 
He referred to the entries 


concerning the Vixen's firing upon 
•a 'locomotive engine on shore neai 
Santiago, taking it for a g-un boait. 
He elicited from the witness th'at the 
statement that at the time the Vixen 
must -have been very near -the shore. 


THAT VEXED R.EPORT. 


Captain Parker 'then1 questioned 


Command or Sharp concerning the 
notes made of the battle of July 3 by 
Lieutenant Harlow, OIL board the 
Vixen. 
This repent lias occasioned 


nojittle controversy, it being claimed 
by some of Admiral Schley's friends 
that after a copy of the notes was de- 
livered to the admiral (then commo- 
dore) by Commander Sharp they were 
changed somewhat. 


The witness' said thnt he hud taken 


a carbon copy to the commodore after 
the buttle. 


"Do these nctes-statc the -truth of 


the battle as you saw it?" asked Cap- 
tain Parker, and the .witness replied: 


;'These are Lieutenant 
Harlow's 


notes. 
He tcok them and I nm not 


prepared to say yes or no whether 
they are absolutely correct in every 
particular or not." 


"Haven't you read them over sev- 


eral times?" 


"I have." 
"Now, are you net prepared to say 


to the best of your knowledge and 
belief, they contain, a true statement 
of what "Lieutenant Harlow saw?" 


"I 
cannot tell what 
Lieutenant 


Harlow saw." 


"You do not know whether -they 


(the ncti's) are true or nat from hav- 
ing read them over several -times and 
your own knowledge of the battle?" 


TRUE IN THE MAIN. 


"In the main essentials 1 should 


say that they are true, but there may 
bo mistakes and probably are mi, 
takes in them." 


"Did you furnish a copy of these 


particular notes to any 'cue else, any 
other officer in 'that squadron." 


Not that . I remember. 
There 


were several copies printed, but what 
became of all of them I do not know." 


"Die! you take a copy or send a copy 


to any other commanding or staff of- 
ficer of that fleet, except Commodore 
Schfey?" 


"Not that I remember." 
"Will you say that you did not?" 


WOULD NOT SAY IT. 


"No, sir, I will not say that I did 
ot. 
To the best of my knowledge 


a'ntl belief I did not, of those iden- 
tical notes." 


Commander Sharp said in response 


to questions by Mr. Raynor that one 
of the results of the "bombardment of 
the Colon had been, to davelopc the 
Spanish shore batteries. 
Mr, B..TV- 


nor then asked: 


"Do you recollect a conversation 


with Commodera SehJey after the 
Colon rcconiioissance in the presence 
of Lieutenant Harlow in which the

'•I reilly do not remember," was 


the response. "I -wish I could." 


In response to -a question from Mr.

On re-direct examination Captain 


Lemlsy brought out the fact as-to the 
ch.inge in -the Harlow notes. 


The judge advocate—"Did you at- 


tach to your ofiicial re-pout of July 3 
u copy of the notes of said action?" 


"Y^s, sir." 
"Where did you obtain this copy?" 
"From the executive officer, Lieu- 


tenant. Harlow." 


Did you at ithat time know wheth- 


er there were any differences between 
this copy 'as attached to your official 
report -and -the copy as it appears in 
your log bcokP" 


KNEW OF DIFFERENCE. 


;.Yes, sir, I knew there were some 


slight differences." 


From .whom did you learn, that 


there were ''these differences mid was 
any explanation made of this fact to 
you?" 


When I was writing my report of 


the action of July 3 I snid' to Lieu- 
tenant Harlow, 'I <lesire a copy of 
your notes taken during tho action; 


to accompany my report io the ati- 
mlral.' 
His reply, as n'ear as I now 


remember it, was: 
"Those 
notes 


wore taken for the representative of 
a newspaper on board the Brooklyn, 
and I will Ji'ave to make some 
changes in them.' 
I said: 
'Very 


well, I wish tne notes to go with my 
report.' 
He afterward submitted to 


mo the notes written in scrip, which 
I read over and enclosed in my re- 
port to the admiral." 


"Mention had been made of the

NOTES WEEE CHANGED. 


A't this point Judge Advocate I/em- 


ley had 'the witness compare the orig- 
inal copy of the Harlow notes with 
the copy prm-tad on board the Brook- 
lyn, with the result of showing that 
tho ndtes had been , changed before 
being printed PO -as to make the ac- 
count say thai 'at 10:05 the two lead- 
ing sliips of the enemy 'bore well on 
the Brooklyn's starboard quarter,' in- 
stead on her "starboard bow,' and 
that afc 11:45 the Brooklyn wns 'one 
point on port bow' instead of out: 
point on 'starboard bow.' 


The count then adjourned for lun- 


cheon. 


CHANGES IN REPORT. 


When the court reconvened after 


luncheon Captain Lemley continued 
his questioning' of Commander Sharp 
concerning tho changes in the notes 
made by Lieutenant Harlow, as fol- 
lows: 


Judge advocate: "In the

made in your log you state that the 
two leading ships of the enemy are 
given as well 011 the starboard bow 
of the 'Brooklyn, arc they not?"

EFFECT OE 
1 THE CHANGE.

Cross-examining the witness Cap-

Captain Parker also called the at-

thought he must have overlooked 
Thi:i ivo-tation. 


COULD NOT RECOLLECT. 


Mr. 
Raynor—*;Do you remember 


that when you handed to Commodore 
Schley the typewritten, transcript of 
the Harlow nctes from .-which tha 
pamphlet was printed that you said: 
'Commodore Schley, these axe the true 
notes of the fight which will stand.' " 


I have no recollection of using 


such language." 


In response to questions Comman- 


der Sharp said 
that according to 


Lieu'ten.i n-t Harlow's notes as record- 
ed in the Vixen's log the New York 
had come up an hour and fifteen min- 
utes after tho Cristobol Colon had 
surrendered. 


The record read that the New York 


had arrived three to five minutes 
after the arrival of the Vixen, which 
,iad been at 3:35.

There- 
fore the alliance would be displeasing 
to them.

to .the nations forming 


them. 
France's government, press

of John George Nicolay recalls this 
man who was once well known, but 
had almost passed out of the public 
mind. Mr. Nicolay was the private 
secretary of President Lincoln and 
was one of the closest personal friends 
of the martyred president. After the 
death of Mr. Lincoln he was United 
States consul to Paris and later was 
editor of the Chicago 
Republican. 


Mr. Nicolay was a well-known writer 
and had contributed much that was 
biographical of Mr. Lincoln to litera- 
ture. He is perhaps best known, 
however, as the collaborator of Hon. 
John G. Hay, now secretary of state, 
in the preparation of the "Life of 
Abraham Lincoln," first published 
serially in the Century Magazine, 
beginning in 1386, and afterward in 
book form. Mr. Nicolay was born in 
Bavaria in 1832 and came with his 
father to the United States six years 
later. He began life on his own ac- 
count as a printer's apprentice on the 
Pika County Press at Pittsfield, 111., 
an:l before of age was editor and pro- 
prietor of the paper. He. went 
to 


Springfield in 1857 as assistant to 


the secretary of state and when Mr 
Lincoln was nominated for the preai 
dency in 1860 became his secretary 
of state, remaining in close relation 
with him until he was assassinated

JUDGE JEBE M. WLLSON. 


Judge Jeremiad Morrow Wilson, 


whose almost tragic death in Wash- 
ington last week startled the coun- 
try, was one of the foremost law- 
yers of the national capital ttnd had 
a professional repute that was as 
wide as the country. He had been 
identified with ueaily every case of 
prominence that had been tried in 
the courts of the District of Colum- 
bia during t he past twenty years or 
more ttud was recognized as ti pow- 
erful legal adversary either in r.;- 
tack or defense. 


Judge Wilson was a native of 


Ohio, and was 73 years old. He came 
in early life to Indiana, whei-a his 
distinguished career was begun. He 
served with distinction on the com- 
mon pleas and circuit benches of 
Fayette county. 


He represented an Indiana dis- 


trict in the Forty-second and Forty- 
third congresses, serving as chair- 


man, 
respectively, of the house com- 


mittee on the judiciary and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Aftsr his retire- 
ment from congress he formed a 
partnership "with an associate in 
congress, Judge Shellab'arg-er, anrt 
the firm soon took rank at the very 
front of the Washington bar. Among 
the well-known cases in which Mr.

most influential figure in the Presby- 
terian church.

Charles Frederick Myers, one of 


tho best known and most highly es- 
teemed of Fort Wayne's older resi- 
dents, died Sunday morning at his 
home, GO Doug-las avenue, after an 
illness of many months. Mr. Myers 
was 73 years of age, and for more 
than sixty years had been a resident 
of Allen county. During the period 
of 
many years he was a 
street 


sprinkling contractor, and enjoyed 
the widest acquaintance and the es- 
teem of all wiho knew (him. 


Early in April last Mr. Myers was 


stricken with Bright's disease of ah 
aggravated type, and since that time 
he had been steadily failing. " In Au - 
gust there was some improvement, 
and the patient went to Rome City to 
spend some time at the cottage of Ms 
daughter, Mrs. J. C. Peters, and fam- 
ily. The gain was but temporary, 
and returning 'he slowly declined to 
the end. 
For a week he had been 


barely able to recognize the members 
of his family, and Saturday evening 
relapsed into the final unconscious- 
ness that preceded the peaceful end 
of his long, active and upright life. 


OAME AT EARLY DAY. 


Mr. Myers was indeed one of the 


pioneer citizens of Fort Wayne. He 
was bom at Windhelm, Germany, 
Many 14, 1828, and when 9 years of 
age emigrated with his parents to 
America. After a stormy voyage of 
nine weeks the .party landed in New 
York, spent two months there and 
then took np the toilsome journey to 
Indiana—then in a large part a 
wildernes! 


Reaching Maumee City, Ohio, they 


boarded flatboats and slowly poled 
their way up the Maumee river, land- 
ing along -the way to prepare their 
meals and to sleep. The year 1838 
marked the arrival of the family in 
Fort Wayne, and their first residence 
here was a little log cabin standing 
on the banks ?f Spy Bun, north of 
the present waterworks pumping sta- 
tion. There was no door upon the 
cabin and a blanket hung across the 
aperture that furnished a way of in- 
gress and egress. The glow from the 
old fireplace furnished the only arti- 
ficial illumination until by an<2 by a 
flood in the creek washed down a

Mr. Myers was one of a family of 


eleven children, of whom only one 
now survives. 
He lives in Cincin- 


nati and is in poor health.

church, a man of the loftiest char- 
acter and strictest integrity, cheer- 
ful and hopeful in disposition, and 
was universally respected and es- 
teemed.

•which the yachts tt-t times lay al- 
most becalmed. It ^ras seen to be 
impossible -to finish the race in. tUs 
time-limit and the race was declared 
off. 


THE COURSE. 


After a conference on 'board the 


committee boat signals -were set for 
a course us follows: 


The first leg, due east, a heat; tha 


secoud, south, southwest, .one-half 
west, & broad reach on the port tuck, 
and the thhxl. north northwest, one- 
half west, a close fetch to the finish. 
on the starboard -tick. 


Meanwhile the vinVl had fallen so 


light, that the, two "big yachts stood 
up like churches, the "breeze" not .be- 
ing strong enough to give them any 
heel. 


By the -time the preparatory gun 


was .fired the yachts scarcely .had 
steerage way, while the flags on the 
-committee boat barely berag lifted 
out from the mast. 
In order to fa- 


cilitate her maneuvering the Sham- 
rock broke out her baby jib top sail, 
as also did the Columbia. 
The 


yachts spent more than seven min- 
utes after the preparatory signal was 
fired .in following each other in cir- 
cles about -the committee iboat. 
Soon 


•after -the "warning signal was fixed 
the Columbia stood off and. then head- 
ed back for the Shamrock, which at 
that time was standing on ithe star- 
board tack and heading for the line. 
There was the usual jockeying for 
the windward :berth. 


HA<RD I/TICK FOB-.BBITISHEE. 
Hard luck was with the British 


•challenger, for she stood in too near 
the line and went over before the 
starting gun was fired. Columbia, 
on the other hand, was in beautiful 
position and poked her bow .across the 
line a few seconds after the gun was 
fired. 
The Shamrock had to wear to 


recross the line, this mistake badly 
handicapping her at the outset. The 
wind was not more than four knots, 
and both yachts headed for the Long 
Island shore on the starboard tack. 
The Columbia was far to the "wind- 
ward, but the yachts were apparently 
on equal terms as far as footing was 
concerned. 


WIND VERY LIGHT. 


At this time the wind was discbur- 


agingly light and it seemed an im- 
possibility that tie yachts 
would 


finish within the time limit. 


The yachts held this tack for about 


six minutes, when the Shamrock.tak- 
ing the lead in tacking, again went 
on the port tack. Barr waited nearly 
two minutes befcre 
following suit 


and the wind was so light that both 
yachts were more than thirty sec- 
onds swinging in stays. 


Por nearly an hour the Columbia 


and the Shamrock held the port tack, 
the wind being so light at times that 
they alternately fell off with the sei 
and then luffed up. 
Shortly after 


12 o'clock they were for a little time 
practically becalmed, hut through it 
all the Columbia maintained the lead 
which she had secured at the start. 
About half past 12 there were signs 
down the Jersey coast that the wind 
was increasing, and both skippers 
evidently catching scent of this fact, 
at 12:41 went 
about on the star- 


board tack. 


A PROMISE OP WIND. 


What wind there was had hauled 


around a little to the south of east, 
and it looked as if there would be no 
more windward work in the race if it 
held from that quarter. With the 
wind from that direction the two re- 
maining legs would be reaches. Far 
out to sea there was at this time a 
dark streak, showing that there at 
least was some wind. In shore to- 
ward the mouth of the harbor a fine 
eight-knot breeze was blowing, send- 
ing the small sail boats about at a 
lively rate. But up off the 
Long 


Island shore where the big racers 
•were there waa no wind 
and they 


made but slow progress toward the 
first mark. 


It was slow work for the next twen- 


ty .minutes, but then the fickle wind, 
which had been blowing everywhere 
but on the yachts, caught them at 
last. The Shamrock got it first and 
with her canvas filling out darted 
ahead and rapidly cut down the dis- 


t§nce between her and the Columbia. 


SHAMROCK TAKES LEAD. 


Captsn Sycamore took every possi- 


ble advantage of the favorable slant 
and before it had reached the Colum- 
bia he was almost on even terms. 
Fortune was with the British skipper, 
and holding light to the air current 
which he had 
caught, 
he slowly 


worked into the windward berth and 
then took the lead. 


It -was not much of an advantage, 


but for the first time since they 
crossed the line the Britisher was 
ahead. 
It was just 1:15 when, be- 


yond question of doubt, it was seen 
that the boats had changed the posi- 
tions that they had held since the 
start. 
Tha fluky, shifting wind 


seemed always to favor the Sham- 
rock. 
Try as he would the American 


skipper could not catch as favorable 
air current and at 1:52 the. Shamrock 
bad ft good four lengths of open water 
between her stern and the Columbia's 
bow. 


NEAB FIRST MARS. 


In the meantime the Shamrock had 


taken in her baby jib top sail and 
the boats were rapidly nearing the 
first mark.' 


The Columbia set her jib top sail 


and a few moments later the Sham- 
rock followed suit. 
Both boats were 


now getting: a good slant of wind and 
it seemed as if the Britisher was 
making the most of it, her sails draw- 
ing well, and apparently momentarily 
widening the gap between herself and 
her rival. 


The race had become -a pretty strug- 


gle for the first mark despite the 
lightness of the wind. 


•With alternate advantage from the 


flukish. winds, first one boat led an'd 
then another. As the first mark was 
neared the Shamrock caught, a good 
breez and drew away from her op- 
ponent, roundingthe mark at 2:41:36. 
Columbia -was more than three min- 
utes behind, turning the mark at 
2:44:44. 


After turning the mark both, boats 


went on the port tack, heading with 
the present direction of the wind, a 
close reach to the second mark. 


The wind was fitful and at times 


seemed almost to have abated. 


SHAMBOOK TURNS FIRST. 


New York, 
Sept. 28.—Columbus 


wins the first of the series of inter- 
national yacht races for tihe Ameri- 
ca's cup; 


The cup defender won in a battle 


royal, in which. 'Shamrock II. had the 
best of the first 'and the best of the 
end of it. 
The challenger led from 


the start until the turn had been 
made, then part way hack, when Co- 
lumbia overhauled and passed her, 
and the little lead Ehe 'had gainsd 
to the finish, the Shamrock trying 
every means to cut it1 down,- but the 
Columbia crossing- thirty-seven sec- 
onds a'head and with her 'biine allow- 
ance to T,dd to it.

A controversy arose over the acl- 


missibility of the question, and the 
court took n recess for luncheon be- 
:ore receiving 'the reply of the wit- 
ness. 


When the Schley court reconvened 


after luncheon Captain Sigsbee re- 
sumed his testimony. 


Mr. Hanna repsated his question; 


asked before recess, quoting from Ad- 
miral Schley's report of February 18, 
1839, the sentence reading: 
"After 


having been assured by Sigsbee that 
lie did not believe the Spanish fleet 
was in Santiago." 


SIGSBEE PBOTSTS. 


The witness replied: "I stated that 


we had seen nothing of the Spanish 
fleet. I may have stated that I knew 
nothing positively 
or absolutely 


about its movements, but I recited 
certain events to show that there was 
a probability of the fleet being in 
Santiago at that time. In regard to 
the other matter I beg to make an ap- 
peal to the court. This case is one 
involving reputations. It has been 
stated by Commodore Schley in an 
official letter to the "United States 
senate that I expressed a certain be- 
lief. Now it has been made a public 
matter. 1 think that either the court 
or the defense should allow me to 
express under oath what I really said. 
Whether I expressed that belief or 
not it may be technically right to 
interfere with me, but according to 
ths ethics of the naval service I think 
the defense ought to permit me to 
answer that question." 


'We have no objection to -that," 


said Mr. Baynor. 


"I have given an answer to that 


question. I have said nothing about 
my belief." 


Mi\ Hanna: "The portion of the 


question to which I should like to 
have you give an explicit answer is, 
whether 
you assured 
Commodore 


Schley that you believed the Spanish 
fleet was not in Santiago?" 


"I did not say that 'I believed it 


was not there.' I said I had not seen 
it."

'Did you give him any assurance 


which would point in.'that direction?" 


"I made 'known first my orders 


from the navy department, which 
stated that the Spanish fleet was re- 
ported to -have arrived there. 


Mr. Eanna then read a letter which 


Captain Sigsbee had, on May 26th 
written to Commodore 'Schley report- 
ing the taking of the pilot Nunez 
aboard from the Jason and the cap- 
ture of the British steamer Bestormal 
as a -prize. He said _in that letter: 
'No news 'here. I have seen abso- 
lutely nothing of the Spanish fleet."

BRAVE STRUGGLES IK THE FROZEN NORTH.

Lieutenant Peary began the -work 


which, has placed him 
foremost 


among1 tire great explorers -who have 
devottd their energies to the 'search 
for the North Pole in. 1892, "when ha 
crossed 
Greenland 
from 
Whale 


sound, on the (western coast, to In- 
dependence bay, its northern limit, 
•which he named for the date he 
reached there, July 4. He, had but 
ona - companion, Eavind Astrup, a 
•Norwegian,-sincfe deceased, and their 
inarch of 650 miles in eft-en, direc- 
tion over the trackless -waste of in- 
terior icecap forms a, unique record. 


'Naosen was stimulated by it to his 


famous expedition beyond Frans 
Josef Land in 1897. In 1895 Peary 
tried to utilize *this ice-cap as the 
first stage in an. advance toward the 
pole, and started with, eight follow- 
ers' to make the journey. 3nt fright- 
ful storms toeset them, their dogs 
perished an scores, and they could 
only proceed -twenty-six miles in two 
weeks. So they bad to abandon this 
attempt, four of the party 
"being 


frostbitten; and a -winter's prepara- 
tion "was practically wasted. 
But 


Peary was undismayed, and later- 
•with two comradSB, Lee and Hen- 
' son, he crossed the plateau again, 


only to find on reaching- Indepe-ii-: 
dence bay that the beetling- cliffs 
and nigged shores -forbade' .the .pos- 
sibility of launching an expedition 
toward:<t3ie pole fronvtihat base. 


On tbte return -journey their foocl- 


gave out arid Ifliey nearly perished. 
•Indeed, such would :have 'been their- 
fate but -that at Independence bay- 
they shot four 
muUk-oxen, which 


supplemented their scanty stores for 
the "homeward' trip. But even as it, 


' was, they had to eat their, dogs, ar- 


riving with but a- solitary- animal, 
although, they set out with forty- 
one. 


During 'other years 
Peary 
ex- 


plored much "of tha unknown parts' 
of Greenland, .practically delimiting; 
its whole -western seafboard- amd cor- 
recting many existing inaccuracies 
as to its configuration. He 'also lo- 
cated the great meteorite at: Cape 
York, and after extreme difficulty 
succeeded in getting it on shipboard 
and conveying it to the tralted; 
States, where it now forms ons of 
the most interesting objects in the- 
Uattlral History Museum, in MW 
York city. tHe 'ateo crossed Smith 
sound and , 'accomplished considera- 
ble exploration! in ElieEmere iCaiid, 
his whole sojourn within rfflie 'Arctic 
circle -being characterized by resist- 
less and unceasing 'activity. 


Peary's 
setbacks In the airly 


years served but to inflame his de- 
termination to succeed eventually. 
If lie met checks and 
losses, he 


counted the gain in experience and 
information as more than compen- 
sating 
lor them. 
His 
decision, 


therefore, in1 1&97, to undertake ths 
next season a more ambitious effort 
than any of iris -previous ones, oc- 
casioned no surprise to those who 
knew him best, for they ware satis- 
fied'that while his physical powers 
remained at ilhe full he -would never 
abarfon his attempts to solves the. 
great polar mystery. 
Every year, 


as he reasoned, he 
was 
" growing 


more inured to the work; Jie knew 
the courses whion were possible, and 
those which -were no't; he had the 
faithful service of *he unquestion- 
ing Eskimos, and his knowledge of. 
the northern :rim of Greenland and 
the great white zone beyond was at 
least as great as any man's, tarring 
Nansen. 


Accordingly, the summer of 1898 


saw liini set out in the 
steamer 


Windward for 'his new polar cam- 
paign. 
The ship was presented to 


utilize for an advanced depot the old 
Greely station, Fort Conger, at Lady 
Franklin bay, where .tliat expedition 
had .wintered in 1881 and 1882, ere 
attempting the famous retreat to 
Cape Sabine, which ended so disas- 
trously. 
Prom the fateful 9th. of 


August, 1883, -when Greely and- his 
meu left it, no human foot had 
crossed its threshold, and 
Peary 


counted on finding in good repair .the 
Woden house which had sheltered 
them, and an ample supply of stores 
available for his own purposes, Tse- 
•cause Greely had been unable to bring 
away any more than two "boatloads 
when they left 


In this new project Peary again 


met'a cruel chettk. 
It was the most 


serious setback in his whole Artstic 
career. 
When lie was entering Iffc- 


Corma'ck bay iu 1891, on his first ex- 
pedition, the rwheel-chain of the 
steamer Kite snapped :by collision 
with an ice mass, and the metal, 
striking him in the leg, broke the 
limb and left Mm helpless for three 
mouths. 
But he recovered the full 


use of the limb again, and as early as 
.the next spring was • making 'his 
great journey across the Greenland 
ifee cap, as already des'cribed. 
In 'his 


advance toward Port Conger, in the 
last week of 1898, a still "greater mis- 
fortune befell him. 
Crossing the floe 


at 'Baird Inlet, to avoid the longer 
journey involved in skirting the. 
'shore,'a blizzard was encountered and 
the party lost their, way. 
Peary, 


Dederick and Hen'soii were scouting 
'ahead;, with one sledge, the Eskimos 
following with • the supplies.

two parties lost touch with each oth-. 
er, and the natives, ibeing nearer -the 
land, retreated 'there. Peary and his 
comrades 'had to seek shelter an a* 
cavity in an iceberg, where they were 
stormbound for thirty-six hours, and 
had to kill a dog to satisfy their;

It was on March, 30, 1900, when 


he and his comrades, with a large 
party of Eskimos, conveying supplies 
and impedimenta, ihad reached Fort 
Conger from Utah, Peary being bent 
on utilizing the spring, the best 
season in the north for traveling, to 
make his poleward dash again. This 
news was brought by Mr. Leopold 
Kann, of Cornell, one of the Stein ex- 
ploring -party in Ellesmere Land, who 
spoke with Peary when passing Cape 
Sabine on March 13, and to whom 
Peary .promised to send down mes- 
sages on. learning that Mr. Kami 
proposed to make ftis way down to 
Cape York and get on board a whaler 
and -so •work Ms way home. This he 
did, 
and -the world learned in Oc- 


tober that Peary was thus far ad-^ 
vanced in March. His intention was 
to cross Hobes'on channel vand move' 
up along 'the Greenland coast to Cape 
"WasMngtouCLockwbbi's lookout over 
the polar" ocean in 1882), whence he 
and Ms. Comrades -would :essay the 
perilous plunge into- the unknown, 
the Eskimos only accompanying them 
in the early stages, as a supporting 
party to get the '.provisions along;

it at present is a 'barren and desolate 
wilderness with too scanty 'ft rainfall 
to provide the necessary moisture for 
any but the hardiest vegetation. Ir- 
rigation is to effect the •change. Years 
of successful experience in the arti- 
ficial watering of land has proved be- 
yond doubt its wonderful efficiency in 
certain portions of ;this arid section— 
in California, in "Colorado, and else-, 
where—so that it is but a question of; 
capital and enterprise before the 
whole large problem will be solved. 
Every year sees an advance, toward' 
this desirable end; 'congress has some 
phase of the matter constantly be- 
fore it; the United States geological 
survey has rendered valuable assist- 
ance in determining the flow of line 
rivers, which must be used for water 
supply, surveying and estimating the 
costs of dams and reservoirs and 
pointing out past mistakes and errors^ 
which may be avoided.

But the quarrymen 
simply paid no heed to them. OS 
went the landowner to London, took 
counsel and spent hundreds of dollars 
in having old records searched. But 
when he at Isst returned home he 
said no more about it. And the 
quarrymen are still there. 


Every year the agents of the land- 


owners make their rounds among the 
men taking stone from their estates 
and collect their royalties according 
to the quarrymen's books. 


In order to iransport their stone 


the quarrymen are also allowed to 
make roads through any estate to the 
main turnpike. 


About twenty or thirty years ago 


it was attempted to bring strangers 
to work in tihe quarries. The effort 
succeeded for a tiine> but only a short 
time. Ancient rights and privileges 
were asserted and the strangers had 
to go. It is the right of only quarry- 
men's sons to work in the quarries, 
and this must remain so until it is 
legislated by parliament otherwise. 


The guild has several quaint old 


customs they still • conform, to an- 
nually. When a freeman marries -he 
must also buy his wife's -freedom. 
This costs them each a shilling (24 
cents), except the last one married 
in the^east. cf the isle, and- the last 
one -married in the west each year. 
These two have to. furnish foot -halls 
that cost'a similar amount. The local 
shoemakers make these out of old 
leather and leather fillings..

Brigands Surrounded a Large Party 


—Spirited Miss Stone and As-

Boston, Sept 26.—Details of the 


recent capture of >Miss Stone, the 
American missionary, and one of 
her 'helpers by brigands in Turkey 
are given in a lettar just received 
hera by the American "board of com- 
missioners for foreign missions. The 
facts bscame known to one of the 
missionaries of •the.'bcard at Somao- 
koo. -EurtopeflTi Turkey, witii. whom 
members of the party /with whom 


ss Stone and (her assistant, i 


Tsilka, -wea-a traveling wihen. the cap- 
turs was -made, 'and who fled on be- 
ing- released by ithe outlaws. They 
could give no information as 
where Miss Stone and 3ier companion 
were taken, as the two women disap- 
peared in the night and the rest of 
the party •were detained under guarfl 
for a time. 'Finally the robbers re- 
lieved these captives of watches .a 
other valuables and -departed. The 
missionaries made their way at once 
to Samaokoo. 


According to :fche story told by 


these victims the capture was made 
at 4 o'clock in 1ha afternoon o-f Sept, 
3, while Miss Stone and Mrs. Tsilka, 
the -wife of aai Albanian pre-acher, 
were travslin-g- with friends 
from 


Banska to Djumao. There were fif- 
teen lo eighteen in the party. The 
bandits confronted them in a nar- 
row valley, surrounded

On June 30 Major E. H. Cooper, tin 


cliff dweller, explorer and anth 
ropolagist, told in the Indianapolis 
Journal of "Witchcraft and Othe' 
Superstitions of the Pueblos." The 
incidents related were of a very un 
usual order. In n recent interview 
however, he relates still more re- 
markable things that take place on 
American soil in the far west. 
He 


tells of actual crucifixions among the 
Penitente Brothers of New Mexico 
and Colorado, with frequent deaths, 
These would seem incredible were it 
not that Major Cooper has been an 
eyewitness of four such crucifixions, 
from which there resulted three 
deaths. 


"We have in our country," he says, 


"in the far west, n remarkable fanati- 
cism, possibly the most wonderful in 
the civilized world, a relic of barbar- 
ism so incredible as to^jender it next 
to impossible of belief. 
From the 


early history of Europe we learn that 
in the middle ages nearly the whole 
of that country Lad a strange epi- 
demic—a fever of penitential self- 
whippmg. 
The Flagellants, as they 


were called, paraded the streets, lash- 
ing themselves with scourges, or 
used whips at home. 
Even kings 


Caught the infection and abused their 
own royal backs. It took centuries 
to eradicate this remarkable custom. 
There is nothing left of it now in 
Europe. 


"But here in some of the neglected 


corners of our own land more as- 
tounding sights may be seen. 
In 


my boyhood days, when. I read of the 
awful self-tortures 
of rthe India 


fakirs I little dreamed that. I should 
ever live among a class of people 
who parallel their worst self-cruel- 
ties, and whose votes count equal 
with, my own. 
The great Passion 


play at Oberammergau is known to 
most of our American people, and 
hundreds ihave crossed the ocean, 
spent much money and undergone 
many 'hardships to see it, never 
dreaming .that a greater passion real- 
ity, an absolute flesh and blood cru- 
cifixion, representing the death of 
Christ on the cross, might be wit- 
nessed every year in our own country. 


"The 
Penitents, 
or 
Penitente 


Brothers, were once very numerous 
•in New Mexico, Utah, Arizona and 
Colorado. Less than, thirty years ago 
there were about forty-two places 
where these crucifixions occurred an- 
nually. By the earnest and persist- 
ent work of Bev. Dr. Darling, aided 
by both clmrch and state laws, they 
have been quietly stamped out, un- 
til but few active .bauds remain, and 
they are in the most out-of-the-way 
places. 


"This strange brotherhood is of a 


very ancient origin. It was in vogue 


• and general practice at the time when 
the Jesuit priests entered that coun- 
try for the purpose of establishing 
missions and teaching the religion 
of itiheir faith hut a few years after 
the conquest of Mexico, which, from 
the traditions of thes people, began 
as early as 1570. At that time the 
Jesuits rather encouraged than dis- 
suaded the practice, holding us up as 
an example for them to 'follow the 
cross of their church, with the cruci- 
fied Christ upon it. 
These Jesuit 


.priests were very successful among 
these Mexicans, establishing many 
churches and missions and gaining 
thousands of converts. 
Nearly the 


entire Mexican, population of Col- 
orado, New Mexico, Arizona and 
Utah still clings to the .Catholic 
faith, for the most part .without .these 
early practices, and many of the 
chwrches and ^missions established 
and built 330 years ago are yet occu- 
pied as places of worship and devo- 
tion by the Mexican people. 


"The 
Penitente 
Brotherhood is 


made up of Mexicans, mostly, of 
course, veiy ignorant ones, although 
white men who have married Mexi- 
can •women have been known |to join 
the order. 
This strange custom 


seems to he a perversion of the peni- 
tent orders of the middle ages. Here 
there are but forty days in the year 
in which to scourge, whip and 
crucify, the time corresponding to 
that of tmr lentsn days. .The cruci- 
fixion, however, only takes place on a 
Friday, usually between the fourth 
and tenth days of , March, corres- 
ponding to our Good Friday.. 


"I shall never forget my first ex- 


perience with the Penitentes at La 
Loma, n Mexican plaza near the 
ent town of Del Norte, Col., in the 
year 1872. I had already heard and 
seen the weeping and wailing of the 
Mexican men and women as the 
naked Penitentes were flagellating 
and whipping themselves on thur 
own bare backs with, cruel scourges 
of oloe fibre and cactus plants. Thess 
were fashioned liko the ca,t-o'-ninc 
tails used in former days by slave 
drivers in punishing an offending 
slave. 


They grasped it in both hands, 


swinging it with all possible force, 
as each advancing step was made, 
first over the right, >thon over the Ififl 
shoulder, bringing 
'blood 
at eael 


stroke. 
A dcap, 
gurgling 
moan 


escaped from thair mouths at each 
blow *s the lull buried itsolf in the 


raw flesh of the self-imposed victim 
leaving a trail of blood behind thi 
as they passed between >two lines o 
Mexican men and 
women. :Thes 


were chanting a mournful, weird an 
almost unearthly song and waving 
their bodies back and forth. 
Ther 


were fathers and mothers whose so; 
might be among the number. They 
could not tell, as all were maskei 
and so disguised as to bs unrecog 
nibble. This had been going on fo 
several days in preparation for th> 


i\ind finale, the crucifixion. 
"We were camped in 'a ravine near 


by. Thursday night we had spread 
our blankets, picketed our 'horses an< 
eaten our evening me.il. 
Suddenl; 


we were awakened by the most awful 
sound I had ever hoard. The hideous 
scream of the mountain lion aud thi 
deadly wrnwhoap are tame beside it 
That unearthly 
'too-ootle-te-oo' we 


knew to be the last sounds -and the 
calling together 
of the Penitente 


brotherhood. Somo one of their num- 


liad 
volunteered 
to represent 


Christ and offer himself for the cru- 
eifcdon. 


"We noticed -a tinge of gray ia the 


eastern horizon, indicating the ap- 
proach of day. So we arose, hastily 
dressed, prep^rsd and ate a. scanty 
jreakfast, and putting a few pieces 
f bre?.d in our spacious pockets, we 
hurried forth to the scene of action. 
As we-arrived at the plaza we noticed 
:hree Mexicans carrying a heavy, 
utlely constructed cross into the little 
idobe building.that was being used 
as a place of -assembly. It was filled 
with men, women find children, all 
n the attitude of prayer and great 
^rief. There were a few chants of a 
doleful sound. Then mass was said 
iy the priests, 'after -which the entire 
topulace began to move out, station- 
tig themselves oarboth sides of the 
rail, which'led'three-quarters of r. 
anile away to the place of crucifixion. 


"Directly a man from near the altar 
.rose, tcok the cross upon his shoul- 
!ef s and bore-it along, his body bsnd- 
ng forward as if the burdeu was al- 
,ost more than he could bear. With 
low, wavering step .he passed out of 
lie church and moved along- between 
he lines of people, who began their 
weeping and wailing and a constant 


.oving of the body, which was kept 


up until the journey's end was reach- 
d. Ths cross was then planted in 
the ground, the entire mass of people 
•athering around its .base. The self- 
mpossd victim then invited his com- 
ada-es (companions) to lift him up to 
he cross, where his arms were out- 
tretc'hed, his hands'absolutely nailed 
o the cross and bis 'feet nailed to the 
standard of it^ , 


"All of the people were in a knee-I- 
ng posture and at each blow of the 
wooden maul as it was given upon 
he head of .the nail all bowed their 
.eads and gave an awful groan as 
: the pain inflicted was felt by them. 
'he victim was left upon the cross 
rom one and a half to two hours. 
Actual death is not the intention, 
iut if it occurs nothing is done and 
.0 arrests are made. 
In this case 


iie victim lived in agony one and a 
.alf hours, then died. The cross was 
owe-red, he was carefully taken from 
: and buried. Directly one of the 
members of the Penitente brother- 
Lood who 'had assisted-in the cruci- 
fixion stepped forward and invited 


brethren, to tie him- hand and 


oot with ropes, after which he was 
ragged over rough and stony places 


jerked hither, and thither, from 


he effects of which hs also died, 
ithers.-threw themselves upon beds 
f prickly psar .cactus, and many 
their methods ,of self-torture were 
used until the sun went down. 


;This same year there were two or 


hree other points .in Colorado where 
rucifixions 
occurred. 
One WES in 


Jonejcs, one at San !Louis, one said to 
have taken place nt or. near HuexT 
ano, but of this I have no positive 
aiowled'ge. .There are now but three 
ilaces where the great American 
'•assion Play can he seen, or could 
.ave been seen six years ago, possibly 
mt two at this writing—one at Tierra 
Amarilla, New Mexico, and one at 
Ian Mateo, New Mexico. 
The one 


near 'Navajo Springs Station, in Ari- 
;ona, on the line of the Santa Fe 
•attroad, I understand, lias ceased to 
exist. I have been informed that up 
to -within a few years there were 
women Penitentes, but they are no 
onger active. 
They use/1.- to wind 


heir limbs.wi,th .strip's of green 
"resh rawhide, which as it dried 
would draw so tightly as to stop cir- 
culation. They would bear crosses 
ind .march for miles with unstock- 
hg'cd feet in sandals or shoes half 
filled with sharp pebbles. 


'And .these were our fellow citi- 


zens, living within the bounds of the 
most advanced civilized government 
n the world. I'have witnessed four 
of these Penitente crucifixions and of 
the four three deaths occurred/

Baltimore. The young- women of this 
class not only drive nails, but handle 
saws, planes

shop.

:ains about a dozen sloyd or carpent- 
!T benches and a complete equipment 
f.all varieties jof carpenter tools. 
Before taking- up this part of the 
work the pupils are . instructed to 


[old certain objects and do work in 
laper folding. This elementary part 
f the work is really veiy complicnt- 
d. Working plans are nrade of all 
he -work. 
Then -comes cardboard 


vcrk, forming figures out of pieces 
f cardboard, -representing geometr- 
ical salids. After this preliminary 


k the pupils are introduced to the 


arpenter shop. Thep display some 
ittle awkwardness at first, but soon 
ecome skilled in handling the tools 
nd become intensely interested in 
he work.

The state of Franklin! What doe: 


that mean? A member of the mem 
bership committee of the Southern so 
ciety was somewhat puzzled.

Southern society as an organization 
is exacting, which is another way of 
saying that it is exclusive. When a 
name is proposed for membership 
the candidate must accompany il 
with a lucid account of himself and n 
veracious pen-portrait of his family 
tree; One of the questions asked is 
substantially this: 


"How long and in what states of 


the south liave your'ancestors lived?' 


A recent candidate, ithe Story goes, 


illed out the blank space as follows: 


"Five generations in the states of 


Virginia Franklin and Tennessee."' 


It was Franklin that stumped a 


member of the committee—the state 
of Franklin. Where was it? 
When 


vas it? What became of it? 


Those who have never heard of the 


.ost state of Franklin, which flour- 
shed for three years with its leg-is- 
ative, 
judicial 
and 
executive 


branches of government—with its 
itizen army and its masterful 
pioneer spirit which subdued the hos- 
ile Cheroke.es of the southwest, need 
not blush for their ignorance. There 
are too many of them. 


And yet Bancroft' devotes many 


pages to the state of Franklin, which 
was, in 1784, carved out of what were 
hen parts of North .Carolina and 
Tennessee, by far the largest slice 
jeing taken from the Old Month 
tate. 
All of what was .the state of 


franklin is now embodied in the 
tate of Tennessee. 
The genesis of the state of Frank- 


in make some of the most interesting 


romantic chapters in American 


iiatory. 
It 
fascinated 
Theodore 


Roosevelt, who devotes considerable 
pace to the "lost commonwealth" in 
his work, "The Winning of the 
West." The most accurate as well

It is a matter of 'historic record that 
orth Carolina did not take this fav- 
rable measure of Sevier. After the 
ollapse of the state government, 
rhich had been formed without fed- 
ral 'authority, he was indicted for 


. treason by the North., Carolina 


nthbrities,. and taken to Morgan- 
own for trial. 
While the hearing 


was in progress Ms friends from 


over the mountain" stormed the 
ourt house and he was rescued. The 
ndictment was wisely dropped, and 
evier was restored to the favor of 


Washington, who made him a major 
general of militia in the territory 


-est of the Alleghenies. He was aft- 
rward elected ithe first governor of 
'ennessee—Franklin under a new 
name—and served twelve years. He 
.ied in 1815 while a member of the 
ederal congress. 
The birth of the state of Franklin 
ame about in this wise: 
In the year 1772, a large number. 
f Virginians. crossed the. Appalach- 
an range and settled, on the banks 
f the Watauga river, a small stream 


what is now eastern Tennessee. 


They were hardy pioneers of the bet- 
er class. Their master spirit was 
'ohn Sevier, already referred to. He 
lad been a captain in .the Virginia 
ine under King George, and the mil- 
tary instinct was very strong within 
iini. He and his compatriots Jiad a 
.ouble task; they must perforce sub- 
.ue the forest and the Indian foe at 
he same time. How well they sue- 
eedecl is a part of history. 
The 


Cherokees were driven back and made 
o understand that the whites were 
here to stay. Farms were opened, 
mills erected, and within a compara- 
ively short space of time a prosper- 


happy and contented people, 


most of them of the 
Presbyterian 


aith, had 'built up a community that 
•efiected no discredit upon the Old 
Dominion, whence they came. There 
was a fly in the ointment, however, 
'or it was soon discovered that most 
of the settlers were upon North Car- 
olina territory, and in those days ths 
'Tar Heels" and the Cavaliers wen 
t odds. 
Msantime ^Lexington had become a 


page of history, Bunker Hill had been 
fought, and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence adopted. 


It took the news of all this some 


time to reach the Watauga settle- 
ment, but finally the pioneers across 
the mountains learned that the con- 
tinentals were 
a>t war 
with 
the 


mother country. "Ramsay's Annals 
of Tennessee" declares that the Wa- 
tauga sattlement developed just one 
tcry—a ne'er-do-well who was or- 
dered out of the country. 


In 1780 these backwoodsmen learn- 


ed that Ferguson, the British general 


Isaac Shelby they organized to a man 
and went to meet the foe, armed with 
their Deckard rllles.

settlement had 


widely extended its borders and con- 
tained a large and active population 
It belonged -to North Carolina and 
the vast territory, comprising what 
is now the state of Tennessee, 29,- 
000,000 acres, .brougHt with its pos- 
session the obligation to bear a cor- 
respondingly large -part of the fed- 
eral debt. North 
Carolina 
didn't 


fancy this, and in June, 1784, ceded 
the laud to the federal government. 
When the news of thin act reached 
the settlers they realized that they 
vere practically without protection, 
s the country had not been organized 
nto a territory and the sovereignty 
of North Carolina had ceased to exist. 
Fhey therefore determined to form a 
state government of their own and 
then, apply for 
admission 
to the 


union. They wore bitter against the 
iTorth Carolina government, which 
;hey thought had neglected them. 


Accordingly, in August, 1784, they 


;alled a convention, adopted a consti- 
utiou, organized a state government 
ind elected Sevier governor. The 
tate was named in honor of Benja- 


min Franklin, and while it lasted, 
md for many years afterward, those 
who lived within its borders were 
ailed "Franks." 
In the meantime, before the ces- 
ion of the territory had been ratified 
Dy the federal government, the legis- 
ature of North Carolina met and 
iastened to undo.what had been done 
at the former session. 
They even 


made friendly overtures to the set- 
lers, guaranteeing them a superior 
ourt and promising to organize a 
militia and make Sevier brigadier 
general. Public opinion was, how- 
ver, strongly against a return to 
DTorbh Carolina. 


Within sixty days after taking the 
ath of office as 
governor 'Sevier 


reated a superior court, organized, 
he militia for protection against In-i 
dians and founded Washington col- 
lege, the first institution of classical 
learning, west of the 
Alleghenies, 


which still exists. He' also entered 


L the In-, 
into a treaty of peace ' 
dians and for two years governed: 
with unbroken prosperity. 
'At the' 


end of that time Governor Caswell, of! 
North Carolina, issued a proclama-j 
tion declaring the new government' 
to be a revolt and ordering that it be \ 
at once abandoned. 
Violence 
fol-; 


lowed the attempt -to subdue it, but! 
the settlers finally submitted to su-: 
perior force. 
Sevier was 
arrested, 


but, as has been stated, was rescued. 
When the territory was finally ceded 
to -the United 
States government 


Washington made him its military 
commander. 


The territory was admitted to the 


union as the state of Tennessee in 
1796, and for twelve years it had 
practically the same rulers that the 
state of Franklin had enjoyed, from 
;overnor down. 
Besides his leadership in the state 


of Franklin John Sevier had a unigue 
career. He lived at Jonesboro, the 


.pital of the Washington district. 


He was governor of two 
states— 


Franklin and Tennessee; he was a 
member of three state conventions for 
framing a constitution—North Caro- 
line, Franklin and Tennessee; he was 
a member of the state 
senate of 


Worth Carolina; he was the first mem- 
ber of congress elected west of the 
Alleghenies, 
and in all his office- 


holding careers he never changed his 
residence once. He died while on a 
mission to the Creek Indians and 
was buried by them in a lonely spot 
near what is now Decatur, 'Ala. In 
1889 the legislature of Tennessee 
made an appropriation for the pur- 
pose and his ashes were transferred 
with much pomp and ceremony to 
the court house yard in Knoxville, 
where they now rest under a monu- 
ment.—New York Times.

JOSEPH SOLD INTO EGYPT BY HIS ENVIOUS BRETHREN— 4 


BIBLICAi EXAMPLE -HAS MODERN INSTANCES. \ 


(John Lindsay Withrow, D. D., Park 


Street Church, Boston, in the Chi- 
cago Becord-Herald.) 
Lesson for Sunday, Oct. G, 1901. 
Topic—"Joseph Sold Into Egypt." 
Text—Genesis xxxvii,, 12-36. 
Of the twelve lessons for the fourth 


quarter of this year, which we now 
begin, the first five are biographic of 
Joseph, the son of Israel's "old age 
by his cherished wife, Bachel." There 
being so many lessons on. this one 
subject, a true method of teaching 
will 'be to take the caption topic of 
each and stick to 'that as a text. So 
treating the matter, our present 
study 
will pivot upon the word 


'envy." 
It is 'the key word in our 


golden tests (Acts vii., 9) "the patri- 
archs, moved with, envy, sold Joseph, 
into Egypt, but God was with him." 


In Joseph we meet a type of char- 


acter rare in any race, find which, 
though occasionally reproduced iu 
Jewish history, we should certainly 
not have expected to meet with -at so 
early &. period."—Marcus Dods. 


To compass the facts of the case 


and from them learn practical les- 
sons, we will examine.the inspiration 
of the envy of Joseph's brethren, the 
intensity of their enry aud the out- 
come of it all. 


CAUSE OF THE E1TVY. 


The inspiration of the envy of Jo- 
spa's brethren started in thia-t native 


selfishness 
which breeds envy ia 


every—I was ready to write it eveiy 
man. 
But.that mlglit be understood 


to except woman, with faithfulness 
to facts quite forbids. 
To connne it 


to human creatures would be to come 
short of ths whole truth, 
for who 


has not known of envy in animals? 
You have a house dog or pet cat to 
which you give fondling care. Then; 
let -a neighbor come in with either a 
cat or «a dog, and if you show decent 
courtesy to the visitor—well you 
knew the effect it will have ou your 
own envious 'animal. 
We had 


much, cared for cat whose lounging 
place during the day was at the foot 
of its mistress' -bed. By and by there 
was a baby voice in the bed and much. 
fuss over the newcomer. "With, man- 
ifest unhappiness the envious feline 
forsook the room and 'the Louse to re- 
turn no more. 
She was overcome 


with, envious dislike of the infant. 


What is envy? Is it not the mean- 


ness of sentient natnire in its mean- 
est expression? 
The books define 


as pain, uneasiness, discontent, ex- 
cited 'by the sight -of another's su- 
periority or success, accompanied 
with, some 
degree of hatred! or 


malignity, 'and often, even usually, 
with a desire to depreciate -the envied 
other person. 
In the present in- 


stance of Israel's family, Joseph's 
brethren were "moved with envy': 


because Father Jacob showed; an 
aged parent's naturally special fond- 
ness for a ''child of his> old age." 
First born, and late -born children, foi 
reasons beyond the ken of mortals 
generally hold chief place in parental 
preference, just because the first born 
and the baby .are in such, order. 


SHOWS FAVORS TO JOSEPH. 
But in 'the present case Joseph's 


father hadi ;&n eye, an eagle's pene- 
trating eye. 
The 
eagle sees fai 


through the air; Jacob perceived afar 
the stuff of character that .was latent 
in "this choice sou.. 
And so he made 


the lad (Genesis xxxvii., 3) "a. coat 
cf many colors," a, garment made of 
strips of different 
'colored cloth 


'Roman youths of a later age wore 
such a particolored garment until the 
age of seventeen, and after that one 
entirely white. 
It was clothing1 in- 


dicative of distinction. And (si 
4) by it these 'brethren saw th'at Ja- 
cob loved Joseph, more than he die 
them, and so "they hated him." 


It was not a question with them 


whether Joseph was fit to fill a firs; 
place better than his brethren could 
Envy never respects merit; indeed, i 
has no eyes to see merit in others 
See the illuminating illustration- of 
this in the (I. Samuel, 3Cviii., 1-! 
story of Saul and David. 
David, a 


bit of a shepherd boy, had slain Agag 
(I. Samuel, xvii.f 40-49), who hac 
defied and terrified all the army of 
Israel. 
After his brilliant victor 


over this great giant, David capturec 
not only the love of the K'eart of Sing 
Saul, but the (I. Samuel, xviii., 6; 
applause and praise of lihe people, as 
well he might. 


But there was one—that was King 


Saul, who was 
not 
pleased—foi 


"Saul was very wroth" when the 
people lauded David's valor and vie 
tory. 
That was envy in Saul, occa-

most any man he does 'not feel a: 
well off as 
when, his means wer 


counted by modest thousands.

But doe 
this evil spirit of envy spring up in 
only the fat 'soil of great fortune 
It is just as prevalent among ithe poo 
as among the.rich.

courts, look with envious eyes upo 
the least improvement in the condi 
tion of their'^neighbors simply be 
cause our humanity is, under th 
curse of sin, Jthe victim of gresd 
selfishness.

substantiate the - allegations herein 
made by sotting forth and provin: 
the particular facts to winch they 
refer. 


"Since England sees fit to deny this 


continual violation by her of the laws 
of warfare, the states represented by 
the undersigned consider that they 


-may also, in regard to this difference, 
seek a decision of the permanent 
court of arbitration. 


"The undersigned and their govern- 


ments are aware that in order to ob- 
tain such a decision the consent of 
England is required. They therefore 
take the liberty of soliciting your 
council to apply for such consent or 
to endeavor to obtain tha same by 
your mediation or that of the gov- 
ernments represented by you. 


"Should the English government

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I PANICS IN WAR 


By CHARLES B. LEWIS. 


A panic in the ranks of an army is a 


paradox. It is a'towanlly rush, and 
yet there are no cowardes among the 
ruishors. The paiwc in the ranks of the 
union army at BullKun has been writ- 
ien of a thousand limes, and yet no 
Writer has hit the real beginning of it. 
It would have-to be 1 raced back to a 
pingle man, and he perhaps was among- 
fhe tolled. Standing on the hills to the' 
eouth of Centerville, a mile and n half 
pFrom the battle lines at tire stoim 
bridge, u whole regiment of us wit- 
nessed the first phases of that memor- 
flble spectacle. 


All along that iront the amolce-clond 


was hanging over the tree-tops, leaving 
the ground fairly clear. With the naked1 
eye we could seethe field guns moving 
and the troops ehsuigiug position. 
There seemed TO be a general forward 
inovemeii't, with every indication that 
the battle was going favorably, when: 
afar down the highway there was end-1 


den confusion. It was like the-gat hex- 
ing of a mob. 
We saw men running- 


towards a common center from the 
fields. 
The mob appeared to circle 


round and round asi-t grew, but at the- 
end of five- minutes H was moving rap- 
idly toward us. As it advanced it was 
swelled,1 from rig«ht to left, but we had 
not yet made out w^hat was happening 
when a. bare-heP.ded olRcer, riding 
ahead of the. mob, dashed up to our 
colonel ardalrouted: 


"Form . our regiment across the road 


and drive 'eon back! The damn cow- 
ards are breaking- for the rear!" 


There was not a coward in 1hat mob. 


Every man had been fighting-for three 
or four hours, and fighting well. We 


01 someining- greater man aeatn was 
tipon that mass of fugitives, and had 
ihe sea been in their course they would 
lave flung ihe-maelves into it sooner 
than come to a halt. It was a silly, 
senseless thing, and a thing to joke 
about and feel ashamed of forever after, 
but it had to run its course. Five or 
six miles north of Centerville the panic 
begun, to subside, but the mob contin- 
iied its retreat until the spires of Wash- 
ington were in sight. The. enemy did 
not follow. He had not planned to fol- 
low. He did not know of the panic un- 
til hours too late io take advantage of 
it. Beginning with one single man, it 
grew and spread until it took in 15,000 
'or icorc. For five miles the road was 
full of wagons, ambulances, sutlers* 
outfits and hospital stores. It was 
flirt-Iyer burdened with muskets, knap- 
sacks, haversacks and clothing. It took 
a regiment of confederates two days to 
gather up the pi Hinder, «nd it was wcrik 
tens of thousands of dollars to Vaera. 
One wonders how it can be that a sol- 
dier will fight- like a lion for hours and 
then run away like a cur, but it is a 
state of affairs witnessed in every war 
known to history. A soldier will not 
refuse to charge n battery where he 
knows that he l±is only one chance in 
twenty, and yet he will run away from 
a purely iiaagdnory dang-er. In my own 
reguraent, after the fight at Blackburn 


Ford, which preceded the battle of Bull 
3?ua by three clays, a private soldier 
liung- himself a t n igh t because he feared 
lie. •might be-killed on the 
morrow! 


SHow he could have reasoned out that 
certain death, was hotter than talcing 
chances on being- killed is a puzzle, but

moved down to the higfoiwny on the 
double-quick and formed six ranks 
deep across it. As eoon as we were in j 
line we got the orders tofixbaj^onets, 
! 


and a solid wall of steel met the first'. 
of the fugitives. The first thing I no- 
ticed was the pale faces and wild looks 
of the fleeing men. Many of them were 
Jiatless ami coat less, and all had thrown 
away knapsacks and haversacke, and 
Rome were crying. Of the first do2cn 
jvho led one was a lieutenant, and he 
was crying out- that lEwy would1 all be 
cut down by the rebel cavalry. The 
ilrst 200 of the fugitives divided ami 
ruslicdi into the fields to pass us. Wo 
menaced them with our bayonets, but 
it was no use. Inside of two minutes 
we were run over and swept aside. As 
a regiment we were cool and under or- 
ders. So far from fee-ling-any trepida- 
tion we were laughing and joking at 
the appearance and antics of the fugi- 
tives. We wore good-naturedly bu; 
firmly barring-the way, even as we were 
forced to give back, when one of t he- 
fugitives, who WHS yet ten rods away, 
called outihi stentorian tones: 


"For the love of God, let us pass! 


Our whole army has been licked, and 
the Black Horse cavalry are cutting 
everybody down!" 


V, We were a. thousand cool ami steady 


men. The voice of the sold'ier roared 
out like a fog-horn, and was reenforced 
by a 1m ml red other voices, nnd before 
you could snap your finger three times 
the 'panic had spread io every man. of- 
flie thousand. If ihe officers-tried to 
stop it, I did not see nor hear. We be- 
came a. mob in the wink of an eye.' 
,S[nskets were flung down, knapsacks 
tossed aside, and every man stripped 
himself for a race. There were ambu- 
lances and wagons in the road,'and 
their drivers ran them into ditches and 
joined the mob. A quarter of a mile 
in the rear of where we had formed 
across the highway was a regiment in a 
field. The colonel started to march 
Ihcm to the highway to intercept us, 
but before they had taken 20 sicpa the 
men began breaking, and in. GO sec- 
onds the whole regiment was flying. 
As we reached Centerville we took in 
•the troops in reserve there, together 
with teamsters, ambulance men, Kur- 
peon-E, hospital nurses and camp-fol- 
lowers, and from thence to a point fivs 
miles nearer Washitvglon it was a spec- 
tacle no man can ever forgot. Every- 
body tried to run. Men even kicked off 
their fjliocs to get along faster. Some 
toughed liystcrically-^omc sobbed like

A Buttle nut! a Doable-Panic. 
Sheridan had inflicted two terrible 


blows against Early before going iuto 
camp ut Cedar. Creek, under the shad- 
ow of the mountains, and it was not be- 
lieved that the confederate chieftain 
could rally a division within a month. 
Three, ridges were occupied by the fed- 
erals with, their first lines almost at the 
base of Massamittett mountain. There 
were such leaders as Crook, Cus- 
ter, Wright, Torbet, Merritt, Averill 
and Kit tiling-, and the rank and file 
were veterans and lighters. It seemed 
as if the general in command of the vic- 
torious army might, take leave of 
absence for a month and feel perfectly 
sure that not a gun would be fired 
against the camps. . Early had been 
''licked out of-his boots," as the. reports 
gave it, but he wouldn't stay licked. 
The pursuit after the battle of Fisher's 
'Hill had scarcely slackened when he 
began to gather up the scattered rem- 
nants of his command for another fight, 
and in this movement he was sheltered 
by the mountains. lie realized that to 
advance upon the highways was to 
court defeat, as his force had been re- 
duced to half that of Sheridan's. He 
therefore planned a move which per- 
haps was the boldest one of the war. 


Attended by one of his staff, Gen 


Early one day made his way on foot 
along the crest of the mountain until hs 
could look down into the federal camp 
He coiilcl-couut the guns, note the de- 
fenses and get the lay of the ground 
Cenar creek ran along the base of the 
mountain, and Early determined to 
march an army of men along that creek 
There was not even a hunter's trail, anc 
the side of the mountain was dense with 
timber 
and underbrush, while the 


mcirch must be. made under cover oi 
darkness. 
All difficulties were over- 


come, however. Thousands of men en- 
tered the woods at dark and made their 
way along foot by foot, as silently as 
possible and without lights, and morn- 
ing fouml thsMii drawn up in battle lines 
in front of Crook's division.

for bringing such, a disgrace on the 
flag!" 


Men began to form squads and com-

The trouble wns that nine 
men out of ten had left their arms in 
cnmp or thrown them away on the 
road, and they had nothing to fight 
with.

3'Yre found that the injec- 
tion uf a few drops of an alcoholic solu- 
tion beneath the shell was followed by 
a great variety of developmental de- 
fects. It is rather ditlicuH,however,to 
dpUTinine the relationship in which 
idiocy and alcoholism stand to eacli 
other. Drunkenness of a parent at the 
lime of conception has long been re- 
garded as a fertile cause of imbecility. 
"Ynung- man," said 
Diogenes to a 


stupid boy, "thy father 
must have 


been vc ry drunk when thy mother con- 
ceived thee." My experience teaches 
me that the drunkard is per se a de- 
generate; that the acquisition of an 
uncontrollable alcoholic habit is in it- 
self a sufficient indication of an en- 
feebled or perverted nervous system. 


When, therefore, the 
ehild of a 


drunkard turns out feeble.-niiniied, it 
seems.as though there 11133" well have 
been a cause antedating the alcohol- 
ism. 
Certain it'is that alcoholic per- 


sons arc frequent among the forbears 
of idiots. Ireland, in his "Me-ntalAf- 
fectinns of Children," expresses him- 
self as-believing that "idiocy is not the 
ordinary legacy which drunkards leave 
their children." I think this view is 
correct. In my experience the. child 
of the drunkard is apt to have a nerv- 
ous system of .poor resistance and 
great, excitability. Epilepsy, chronic 
chorea, morbid impulses, and bad hab- 
its frequently overtake him. These af- 
fections, rather -than primary idiocy, 
seem the common legacies of alcohol- 
ism. They may well bring all variety 
of mental defects in their train.—

HE SUBMITS REPORT TO THF 


COMMISSIONERS. 


DEFICIT WILL BE SETTLED 


AUDITOR 
MEYER 
SUMMONED 


BEFORE BOARD. 


George D. Crane, expert accountant 


employed by the county commis- 
sioners to examine the books in the 
auditor's office, presented his account 
to his employers on Thursday at 10 
o'clock. 
The report shows a de- 


ficiency in tlie cash account of §5,- 
200.04, which deficiency the bonds- 
men of the auditor will immediately 
cover into the county treasury as 
soon as the figures are verified. 


Hr. Crane has been at work for a 


period covering1 about three "weeks 
and has checked up the cash book in 
the auditor's office with the tee "book, 
and the two with the auditor's ac- 
count in the county treasurer's ofnce. 
The school fund and license accounts 
were, of course, incidental to the in- 
vestigation and are made separate 
mention of. 


Correspondents have sent from this 


city to metropolitan newspapers sen- 
sational accounts of the extent of the 
auditor's shortage, estimates ranging 
from out of sight down io somethin; 
like hailing distance of the facts. 
Local papars have also printed ex- 
aggerated accounts, "based as it would 
appear, largely on guess work. 
As 


late as last evening one paper stated 
the shortage would reach $8.000. 


EARLY ESTIMATE TOO LOW. 
The Sentinel stated over a week 


ago that the county commissioners 
believed the deficit to be between 
$2,800 and $3,900, and later they 
raised their estimate to about $3,300. 
Yesterday, notwithstanding reports 
to the contrary, the commissioners 
•had not yet received the report of Mr. 
Crane, and they said that they had 
110 reason to believe that $3,300 
would he exceeded, hut that as soon 
as the official report was received it 
would be made public. After receiv- 
ing the report this morning and ex- 
amining it, they laid it on the desk 
for public inspection and tha news- 
papers were requested to give the 
facts of the 
finding. 
The report 


covers four pages of type-written 
legal cap and is, of course, in tabu- 
lated form and itemized. 
It is in 


three sections. 
The first gives the 


•amounts collected in the office from 
. the date of Auditor Meyer's posses- 
sion, November 19, 1898, to the date 
of his last report, June 30, 1901, to- 
gether with the amounts covered into 
the treasury during1 that time. 


The second section covers the 


amounts in fees collected from July 
lr 1901, to September 14, and the 
third covers the report of the mort- 
gage account of the school fund and 
the liquor license receipts, of which 
there was no apparent return made. 


. QUARTERLY PAYMENTS. 
During Auditor Meyer's incumben- 


cy from November 19, 1398, to June 
30, 1901, his office received from all 
sources cash to the amount of $7,- 
125.59, and of this amount there was 
covered into the county treasury at

BEACHES PRISON, 


GUARDS HAD TO CARRY HIM 


SHRIEKED AND GROANED WITH 


ABJECT FEAR, 


NOW SORRY FOR HIS CRIME 


FEELS ESPECIALLY TOR MBS. 


M'KINLEY. 


Auburn, N. Y.. Sept. 27.—Czol- 


gosa, President McKiuley's murderer, 
in custody of Sheriff Caldwell, of 
Erie county, and twenty-one depu- 
ties, arrived in Auburn at 3:15 a. m. 
The prison is only about fifty yards 
from the depot. 


Awaiting1 the arrival of the train 


there was a crowd of about 200 peo- 
ple. 
Either for fear of tbe crowd, 


wihich was very demonstrative, ot 
from sight of the prison, Czolgoss's 
legs gave out and two deputy sher- 
iffs were compelled to practically 
carry the man into the prison. 


Inside the gate his condition be- 


came worse, and he was dragged up 
the stairs nnd into the main. hall. 
Ho was placed in a sifting- 'postuu. 
on the bench -while the handcuffs 
were being.removed, but be fell over 
and moaned and groaned, evincing 
the most abject terror. As soon as 
the handcuffs were unlocked the man 
was dragged into the principal keep- 
er's office.

SHRIEKED IN" TERROR. 


As in the case of all prisoners, the 


officers immediately proceeded to 
strip 'him and 'put on a new suit or 
clothes. During the operation Czol- 
gosz cried a"-d yelled, making the 
prison corridors echo with, evidence 
of bis terror. The prison physician, 
Dr. John Gerin, examined tbe man 
; 


and. ordered ffip removal to the cell in : 
tbe condemned TOW, which lie will | 
occupy until he'is taken to the elec-i 
trie chair.-1 The Doctor declared that 
the man waa suffering from fright 
and terror, but said that lie was 
shamming to some extent. 


Tbe collapse of the murderer was a 


surprise to every-one. En route from 


foil he showed no indication of 


areaking down. "He ate heartily oC 
sandwiches and smoked cigars when 
not eating. 


SORRY FOR MRS. M'KINLEY. 
He talked some and expressed his 


regret for his crime. He said: 


1 am especially = sorry for" Mrs. 


McKinley." 


He reiterated his former statement 


that he had had' no accomplices and 
declared that he 'never heard of the 
man under arrest in St. Louis who 
claimed to have tied the handkerchief 
over his (band, concealing the pistol 
with -which the president was shot. 
He says the 'handkerchief was not 
tied. He went behind the Temple of 
Music, -arranged the handkerchief so 
as to hide the weapon and then took 
his place in the crowd. 
To Jailor 


Mitchell he sent this message to his 
father: 


:Tell him I'm sorry I left such a 


bad name for him." 


IN NORMAL CONDITION.

Csolgosz was in normal condition- 


this afternoon and seemed to have 
fully re covered^ from his collapse.

men in the prison, and Czolgosz was 
placed in the only vacant cell, so ail 
are now occupied.

constancy on guard in the room, 
which is separate 'from the main prls-' 
on, but to guard against an attempt 
in Czolgosz's part to commit suicide:

NO DAY OF GRACE. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. -28.—Leon 


Czolgosz, murderer of Tresifleait Mc-- 
Kiiiley, September "6, was today sen- 
tenced by Judge White in branch* 
three of the supreme court of Erie 
county "to death in the electric chair 
sometime during the week beginning 
October 28, 1901. 


According to the law in this state 


October 28 is the earliest date -that- 
could be fixed for the execution ol: 


Czolgosz. 


At five minutes after 2 o'clock the 


prisoner was brought into court, 
shackled to Detectives Geary and 
Solomon, accompanied by Assistant 
Superintendent Cusack and Jailer 
Mitchell. The crowd sought to surge 
about them and it was with difficulty 
that the tipstaves cleared a channel 
down the aisle to tho prisoner's seat. 


ASSASSIN WAS NERVOUS. 


Czolgosz was perspiring and seem- 


ed nervous,though-he did not tremble 
and his gait was steady. 


Czolgosz took his seat and mopped 


his brow with 
his , handkerchief. 


When he settled back in his chair 
us wonted listless attitude was ab- 
sent. 
He kept 'his eyes wide open 


and looked about him occasionally, 


but presently he dropped Ms eyes to 
the table ahead of him and assumed 
his former listless air. The strain, on 
him was intense, evidently, as was 
attested by a few sighs and a heaving 
of the chest. 


At 2:1S Justice White took his seat 


on the bench and the crier announced 
the opening of court. 


"Czolgosz, stand up," commanded 


District Attorney Thomas Penney,

pronounced against youP" 


The judge also stated legal reasons 


the prisoner might >have against 
sentence being pronounced. 


NOTHING TO SAY. 


"I have nothing to say about that,": 


was the reply. 


Justice Titus asked' that the prison- 


er be allowed to Say something in 
exculpation of his crime. 


The prisoner began to speak. His 


voice was so low ihe could scarcely be 
heard. 
Judge Titus was ofeHged 'to 


repeat it sentence by sentence, so 
that the 'court might hear. 


"I have nothing to say," whispered 


Czolgosz to his counsel. 


Judge Titus--"! think he ought to

HAD NO ACCOMPLICES. 


Turning -to the court, counsel for 


the defendant said: 
"He says n:o 


other person had anything to do with 
it; that mo t)ther person knew of his 
commission but himself. His falflier 
or mother or no one -else knew noth- 
ing about it." 


Tbe prisoner closed his lips, stared 


straight ahead of him and awaited 
the court's pronouncement of his 
doom. 


SENTENCE-IS PRONOUNCED. 
The sentence was brief. 
"Czol- 


gosz," said the court, "you have com- 
mitted a grave crime against the 
: state and our union in the assassina- 
tion of our beloved president. After 
learning all the facts and circum- 
stances in the case twelve good men 
have pronounced you guilty of mnr-i 
der in the first'degree. You say that 
no other person' abetted you in the

' He did not tremble; not a muscle 
quivered. As soon as the death sen- 
tence was finished he took his seat in 
the same indifferent manner that has 
characterized him throughout the 
trial. 
He was brought to his feet 


quickly by the officers "at 2:20, They 
shackled him. and led him away to 
jail, while the crowd surged aftei 
them and the officers. 


DID NOT CONFESS.

Waldeck and Victoria Czolgosz, fath- 
er, brother and sister tof Leon Czol- 
gosa, assassin of President HcKiuley, 
were granted an interview with the 
prisoner in the Brie county jail to- 
day. 
Assistant District Attorney 


Frederick EaXlcr find Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Police P. V. Cusack 
were present under instructions of 
District Attorney Penney throughout 
the interview. 


No other person will be allowed to 


see - the prisoner un'til after -the 
sentence of death is imposed tomor- 
row afternoon. 


The 'interview between the assassin 


and his father, brother and sister 
lasted'thirty-five minutes, but no in- 
formation leading1 to the implication 
of any one .else in an anarchist plot 
to kill 'the president was given 3 
the (prisoner. 
:We learned nothing that we did 


not know before," said Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Holler, at the •conclu- 
sion of the conference. 


:He talked more than he has at 


any previous time, but -even to his 
family he was not very -communica- 
tive."

The family returned to Cleveland 


immediately after 'the interview. 


But little of the conversation which 


passed between the members of the 
iamily could be gleaned. The officals 
said that the conversation was natur- 
ally such as would ocaur at such a 
meeting and that it was better to 
throw the mantle of privacy over ii. 


However, authoritative announce- 


ment was made that :Caolgosa denied 
absolutely that :any one else was con- 
cerned in ithe plot to Mil the presi- 
dent. 
He asserted", ias be has from 


;he outset, that he did "the deed alone 
and unaided and that no other .perso:r 
•n the world was concerned in -the 
tragedy. 


PRESSED TO TELL. 


Several times when he was pressed 


;o tell the true story of the assassin-. 
ation, the prisoner 
repeated the 


words, "I did it alone; 'there was no 
one else." 


The prisoner asked nothing about 


the other members of his family or 
his friends and did not give any evi- 
dence of sorrow or regret over his act. 


The father and brother were affect- 


ed, naturally, over the meeting, but 
they gave little outward evidence of 
it. The sister cried all of the'time, 
but the prisoner gave no evidence of 
feeling, aside from saying that 
was glad he could see them. 


At the end of thirty-five minutes 


the .prisoner shook hands with his 
father and brother, and his sister 
tearfully kissed him good-bye.
